Borough adding two hotels

The same hotel mini-mogul set to open a 
115-room Holiday Inn Express on the Park 
Slope side of the Gowanus Canal is putting 
the finishing touches on a second hotel just 
three blocks away. 

Together, Sam Chang’s two inns will add 220 
rooms to a borough that experts say is losing 
sleep over the lack of hotel rooms. 

“The demand is there,” said Craig Hammer- 
man, district manager for Community Board 6, 
home to Chang’s two hotels. 

Queens, Hammerman pointed out, has 6,000 
hotel and motel rooms. Even taking into account 
the 3,000 that are linked to that borough’s two 
airports, Brooklyn’s estimated 1,000 rooms are 
not enough, what with the growing business com- 
munity and tourist influx. 

“Chang told us that Brooklyn could easily fill 
1,000 more rooms,” Hammerman said. “He must 
know the market since he is very successful at 
what he does.” 

Chang’s Long Island-based Mcsam Hotel 
Group specializes in buying small, strategically 
located sites in and around Times Square, 34th 


Street, Chelsea and other tourist areas, according 
to Real Estate Weekly. 

Last month, the company plunked down $6.75 
million for a budding on Manhattan’s West 44th 
Street that it will convert to nightly residency. Chang

Brooklynites are asking that question now that 
Borough President Markowitz — who has long 
said he wants to be mayor — has told the city’s 
Campaign Finance Board that he will be a candi- 
date in 2009. 

But a candidate for what office — well, that’s 
anyone’s guess. 

When 25 politicians filed the appropriate paper- 
work last week, 

Markowitz was am- 
ong 17 listed as “un- 
declared.” 

This week, the Beep uncharacteristically turned 
into the Great Sphinx of Borough Hall, refusing to 
answer questions about what higher office he’s 
aiming to fill. 

“Que sera sera — whatever will be will be,” he 
said in a cryptic statement issued through his of- 
fice. “And whatever my future holds, Brooklyn 
will always be first among equals.” 

Markowitz’s second term as borough president 
ends in 2010. The mayor’s office will need a new 
occupant then, too. Just a coincidence? Few think so. 

“I’m sure he wants to be mayor,” said one De- 
mocratic insider who likes Markowitz. “He thinks

DUMBO art attack

A thief with a taste for 
fine art walked into a 
DUMBO gallery and stole 
a painting on sale for 
$2,000 on July 10. 

The two-by-three-inch paint- 
ing, an untitled Christian Fa- 
gerlund oil (right), was swiped 
after the thief entered through 
the gallery’s unlocked front 
door shortly after 6 pm. 

“I leave the door open be- 
cause I trust people,” said the 
Raphael Fodde, owner of 5+5 
Gallery at 111 Front St. 

“I heard him come in, but I 
was on the phone. Before I 
could get out to see what he 
wanted, he had stolen the pic- 

Fodde said the thief “must 
know something about art” 
because Fagerlund’s painting 
“is a very attractive work.” 

“I had two people interest- 
ed in buying it, but, of course, 
now I can’t sell it,” said 
Fodde, who has put up a $500 
reward for information lead- 
ing to the recovery of the 

Fodde also said the thief 
was “an idiot,” because the 
very painting he stole was the 
one that Fodde had posted on 


his Web site and emblazoned 
on postcards that he sent to 
more than 1,500 customers na- 
tionwide. 

“Anyone he tries to sell this 
painting to will know it’s 
stolen,” Fodde said. 

5+5 Gallery’s show of other 
Fagerlund works was going 
along swimmingly when the 
theft occurred. Four of 13 
paintings had already been 


sold, Fodde said. 

“He is a great artist, other- 
wise he would not be showing 
in my gallery,” Fodde said. 

Fagerlund told The Brook- 
lyn Papers that he’s “gotten 
over” his anger about the theft 
of the painting, which he made 
earlier this year in his Clinton 
Hill apartment. 

But the 33-year-old artist is 
still sad. 


“Even before this happened, I 
felt it was pretty much the best 
painting I’d ever done,” he said. 
“Losing the money isn’t a big 
deal because there’s insurance, 
but I’m upset that a painting I 
put so much into won’t go to 
someone deserving of it.” 
Fagerlund is returning to his 
native Santa Barbara this week 
after a stint in graduate school 
in New York.

And the tower shall not rise over 15th 
Street. 

After months of courtroom haggling, the 
city’s Board of Standards and Appeals has vot- 
ed unanimously to stop a controversial 11 -story 
condo being built in the South Slope. 

“It was a definite victory,” said Aaron Bras- 
hear, a community activist fighting out-of- 
scale development in the low-rise neighbor- 

Developer Isaac Katan began building the 
131-foot condo at 182 15th St. last year just 
before a neighborhood-wide rezoning went 
into effect that forbade new buildings higher 
than 50-feet. 

Katan argued that he had completed enough 
of the building to be grandfathered in under the 
prior zoning. But on Tuesday, the BSA ruled 


that he hadn’t. 

Now Katan will have to submit new plans. 

Next on the BSA docket is the so-called 
Minerva building at 614 Seventh Ave., which 
became the emblem of the neighborhood 
struggle last year because its size threatened to 
block a historic view between a statue of Min- 
erva in Green- Wood Cemetery and the Statue 
of Liberty. 

Its builder also argued that he had completed 
enough of the foundation before the new zoning 
kicked in. 

The BSA will rule on Aug. 22. 

Brashear is confident that his group has the 
momentum. 

“Now that they have come out with a strong 
stance against illegal activity, we are confident 
that they will take other cases seriously as well,” 
he said. — Ariella Cohen

Nora Guthrie and Tractor Beam Records 
are talking with local pols about the monu- 
ment near the singer’s former home on Mer- 
maid Avenue. 

“He wrote ‘This Land is Your Land’ right 
here in New York City and people might want

For now, Guthrie imagines a rock engraved 
with the words to her father’s best-loved bal- 
lad, “This Land is Your Land,” near Mermaid 
Avenue and West 36 Street, where Guthrie’s 
ashes were thrown after his 1967 death. 

In his day, Guthrie spoke out against war, 
monopolistic capitalism and bad presidents. 
When asked about her view about Brooklyn’s 
current hot-button topic — the Atlantic Yards 
development — Guthrie was as quick on the 
draw as her father might have been.

Next on the BSA docket is 
the so-called Minerva building 
at 614 Seventh Ave., which 
became the emblem of the 
neighborhood struggle last 
year because its size threat- 
ened to block a historic view 
between a statue of Minerva in 
Green-Wood Cemetery and 
the Statue of Liberty.

A man walking home just 
before midnight on July 22 
was robbed at gunpoint on 
Henry Street, cops said. 

As the man approached Love 
Lane, the gunman pulled out his 
silver firearm and said, “Give 
me your money,” the victim told 
police.

Police are seeking a 6-foot-

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Yeshiva of DUMBO 

Religious school drawn to trendy neighborhood

The newest residents of 
trendy DUMBO dress in 
black and have set up a 
school of the “mind, body 
and sprit.” 

But they’re not artists, 
they’re Hasidic Jews — and 
their school isn’t a New Age 
ashram, but a yeshiva, a de- 
cidedly 14th-century-era insti- 
tution devoted to Torah study. 

With a dandelion yellow wall 
and mixed-gender seating, the 
loft school could be the hippest 
yeshiva ever, or at least hipper 
than those located in communi- 
ties such as Williamsburg and 
Crown Heights where dimly lit, 
conservative, single-sex schools 
ate the norm. 

Run by the Chabad stream 
of Orthodox Judaism known 
for joyous, inebriated holiday 
celebrations and for prosely- 
tizing less-observant Jews 
(“Excuse me, are you Jew- 
ish?”), the Iyyun Center for 
Jewish Enrichment’s yeshiva 
offers lessons in the faith’s 
holy texts at a sturdy blonde- 
wood kitchen table that could 
be sold down the street at one 
of the neighborhood’s pricy 
furniture stores. 

It offers traditional “Shacha- 
rit” morning-prayer sessions, 
classes in Kabbalist thought, 
plus the less-traditional “wom- 
en’s integrated body movement 
and mediation” — or yoga, as 
the class would be described 
elsewhere in Brooklyn. 

Body movement is not a 
class taught at all Chabad cen- 
ters, but the yeshiva’s head 
rabbi thought the innovation 
might play well with their 
body-conscious, but maybe 
godless, DUMBO neighbors. 

“We think it could attract 
some people here who don’t 
know about our meditation,” 
said the class’s instructor 
Dages Keates, a Park Slope 
resident who learned about 
Chabad while at an ashram (a 
non-Jewish one). 

The yeshiva’s head rabbi, 
Dov Ber Pinson, described the 
DUMBO location as an acci- 
dent of good fortune — provi- 
dence, in the language of his

teachings — but also as a 
marketing decision. 

“It seems that there is a natu- 
ral need and now, we are Ju- 
daism in DUMBO,” he ex- 
plained with a nonchalant 
wink, adding that the location 
could help attract young people 
who aren’t affiliated with tradi- 
tional Jewish organizations. 

The yeshiva got its 155 Wa- 
ter St. space rent-free from 
building owner Joshua Gutman. 

“He’s interested in Jewish 
continuity,” said Rabbi Avram 
Tov Chakoff, who lives, with 
his wife, Esther, and their in- 
fant son in the loft next door. 

The Chabadniks are cer- 
tainly getting what they bar- 
gained for in DUMBO. 

At a recent Monday morn- 
ing lecture, Pinson probed the 


complexities of the mystical 
Kabbalah (recently popularized 
by Madonna and other Holly- 
wood celerities) while an ex- 
New Ager sipped an iced cof- 
fee and asked impossibly lofty 
questions and an ethereal-look- 


ing blonde woman floated in 
late, still clad in the sweaty Adi- 
das gear and flowered head- 
band of an earlier workout. 

Pinson is a minor celebrity 
in the rabbinic world, but 
whether his cosmic percep- 


tions will change DUMBO’s 
reality remains to be seen. 

“People will change ac- 
cording to their desire,” he 
said. “We have no plans be- 
yond teaching the ultimate 
way of living.”

Green must drop out 


A ssemblyman roger green must 

stop dodging City Councilman Charles 
Barron’s call. Both Barron (D-Canarsie) 
and Green (D-Fort Greene) are hoping to retire 
longtime Rep. Ed Towns this fall. 

Both have been raising longstanding issues 
about Towns — the 24-year House vet whom 
Barron and Green say is too close to special in- 
terests and not close enough to the community 
that keeps sending him back to Congress (most- 
ly for lack of competition). 

But neither Barron nor Green have a chance 
against an incumbent with a $407,000 war chest 
if they split the vote and give Towns an easy 
ride back to D.C. 

So a word to Assemblyman Green: Drop out 


It’s bad enough that Green was convicted two 
years ago of stealing $3,000 from state taxpay- 
ers — but he’s running such an inept campaign 
that he has just $4,800 in cash on hand. 

We don’t know if Green’s conviction (and his 
complete lack of shame over that conviction), 
his support for Bruce Ratner’s Atlantic Yards 
project, or his ties to convicted former Brooklyn 
Democratic leader Clarence Norman are the 
reasons he’s so unable to raise money. 

All we know is a man with a criminal record, 
who has only $4,800 in the bank, can’t beat an 
incumbent. 

As such, Barron has asked Green drop out of 
the race so that he can have a clean shot at the 
mighty Towns. 

For most of the week, Green has dodged that 


call (at least that’s what Barron told us). 

Somewhere, perhaps deep deep down in that 
practically invisible core of self-knowledge that 
politicians try to bury, Green must know that he 
can not beat Ed Towns and that he must step 
aside and let the much-better-funded and more- 
popular Barron take his shot at the incumbent. 

This is not meant as an endorsement of Bar- 
ron. It is merely a condemnation of Green’s 
weak, addled, ill-funded candidacy. And it’s also 
a call for a genuine campaign that could actual- 
ly push Towns on the issues, rather than let him 
sit back while two rivals split the vote. 

We urge Assemblyman Green to pick up the 
phone, call his friend Charles Barron, and say 
the words all of Brooklyn wants to hear: “I’m 
dropping out.”

Raw 
sewage pours out in storm-related over- 
flows now to such an extent that it is 
flowing through public waterways, 
canals, and the drainage system. Forest 
City Ratner has shown no realistic inter- 
est in dealing with the daily influx of 
nearly two million gallons of waste water 
in system that is now near collapse. 

The scale of this project is totally 
out of proportion to the economics and 
the present population of the area. 

Ratner’s history in the area has been 
consistently disastrous both in terms of 
retail outlets and the resulting architec- 
tural impact on the Yards area. 

The immediate threat to the infra- 


structure has never been addressed, and 
cannot be left to be sorted out once the 
construction is underway.

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An Agenda 
for Excellence

A s students celebrate the end of another school 
year and embark on well-deserved summer 
vacations, those of us who teach in New York 
City’s public schools like to reflect for a moment on 
where we’ve been and where we’re going with 
respect to education. 

We’re proud of the many 
things we have accomplished 
this school year, but it has been 
both a difficult and rewarding 
one with a mixed bag of results 
and many challenges still ahead 
of us. 

For example, with the back- 
drop of test scores rising, we 
negotiated a new contract agree- 
ment with the city last fall after 
nearly three years of bitter strug- 
gle. It gave educators a 15% pay 
increase - a total of 33% since 
2002. But, like many labor 
agreements, it included hard- 
fought compromises, including 
teachers devoting more instruc- 
tional time to their students. 

The United Federation of 
Teachers, which represents New 
York City’s 100,000 public 
school educators, took particu- 
lar pride in opening a charter 
school in Brooklyn; we will open 
a secondary charter school in 
September. It’s not the fact that 
it is a charter that makes it dif- 
ferent; it’s that we listen to and 
support those closest to the 
kids: the parents and educators. 

We continued to fight to 
reduce class size, but the city 
again opposed our efforts to let 
voters decide if funds from a 
settlement of the Campaign for 
Fiscal Equity case - a 13-year 
legal battle to get the city its fair 
share of state education aid - 


can be used for that purpose. 
We have one more court battle 
left in the CFE case, and we’ll 
continue to fight to give voters a 
voice in how that money is used. 

Despite that setback, our push 
to reduce class size helped the 
mayor with the $6.5 billion capi- 
tal construction plan that will 
add 107 schools and 66,000 
new classroom seats - meaning 
lack of space should no longer 
be an issue in the class size 
debate. We also believe the City 
Council and mayor’s agreement 
to budget $7 million for 2,000 
new full-day pre-kindergarten 
slots will open the door to uni- 
versal pre-k for all city kids. 

Some big issues await us on 
the next school year’s agenda. 
In addition to lowering class 
size, providing universal pre-k 
and renewing a push for more 
arts education, we will press 
school officials to take steps to 
improve student discipline and 
school safety. No school can 
focus on academic achievement 
if students and staff are dis- 
tracted by having to worry about 
classroom disruption or other 
safety issues. We must create 
safe classroom environments 
so the overwhelming majority of 
children who want to learn can 
learn. 

Improving teacher retention is 
a huge issue. We lose about half 


of our new teachers every five 
years as they take teaching jobs 
elsewhere or become frustrated 
and leave the profession. A 
small step was a plan, devised 
jointly between the city and the 
UFT, to provide financial incen- 
tives to help new teachers with 
housing. More must be done to 
give new teachers professional 
development and tuition assis- 
tance as well as the mentoring, 
administrative support, lower 
class sizes and the safe envi- 
ronment all schools need. 

And with mayoral control of 
our schools to sunset in 2009, 
Albany lawmakers should start 
looking at what works and what 
doesn’t. Los Angeles Mayor 
Antonio Villaraigosa listened to 
complaints in New York and 
adopted a version of mayoral 
control that advocates for quali- 
fied teachers, small classes 
and safe environments. The 
lack of parent and teacher input 
has been a big complaint. 
Parents and educators need 
assurances there will be greater 
checks and balances and input. 
After all, it’s about the kids - 
and those closest to the kids 
should be heard. 

These are just a few of the 
issues on our agenda for the 
coming academic year. 
Managing them will not be easy; 
it never is. But we relish the 
challenge because fighting to 
improve education and make 
schools work for students, par- 
ents and teachers is our reason 
for being. Striving for excellence 
is what we’re all about, and our 
commitment to helping all our 
students achieve their dreams 
will never change.

Religious school drawn to trendy neighborhood

The newest residents of 
trendy DUMBO dress in 
black and have set up a 
school of the “mind, body 
and sprit.” 

But they’re not artists, 
they’re Hasidic Jews — and 
their school isn’t a New Age 
ashram, but a yeshiva, a de- 
cidedly 14th-century-era insti- 
tution devoted to Torah study. 

With a dandelion yellow wall 
and mixed-gender seating, the 
loft school could be the hippest 
yeshiva ever, or at least hipper 
than those located in communi- 
ties such as Williamsburg and 
Crown Heights where dimly lit, 
conservative, single-sex schools 
are the norm. 

Run by the Chabad stream 
of Orthodox Judaism known 
for joyous, inebriated holiday 
celebrations and for prosely- 
tizing less-observant Jews 
(“Excuse me, are you Jew- 
ish?”), the Iyyun Center for 
Jewish Enrichment’s yeshiva 
offers lessons in the faith’s 
holy texts at a sturdy blonde- 
wood kitchen table that could 
be sold down the street at one 
of the neighborhood’s pricy 
furniture stores. 

It offers traditional “Sha- 
charit” morning-prayer ses- 
sions, classes in Kabbalist 
thought, plus the less-tradi- 
tional “women’s integrated 
body movement and media- 
tion” — or yoga, as the class 
would be described elsewhere 
in Brooklyn.

resident who learned about 
Chabad while at an ashram (a 
non-Jewish one). 

The yeshiva’s head rabbi, 
Dov Ber Pinson, described the 
DUMBO location as an acci- 
dent of good fortune — provi- 
dence, in the language of his 
teachings — but also as a 
marketing decision. 

“It seems that there is a natu- 
ral need and now, we are Ju- 
daism in DUMBO,” he ex- 
plained with a nonchalant 
wink, adding that the location 
could help attract young people 
who aren’t affiliated with tradi- 
tional Jewish organizations. 

The yeshiva got its 155 Wa- 
ter St. space rent-free from 
building owner Joshua Gutman. 

“He’s interested in Jewish 
continuity,” said Rabbi Avram 
Tov Chakoff, who lives, with 
his wife, Esther, and their in- 
fant son in the loft next door. 


$1 buys 
a brig 

The Brooklyn Papers 

Buy a vintage naval pri- 
son for a $1. 

The city is asking develop- 
ers to submit proposals to re- 
develop the site of the Brig, 
once a hulking presence on 
Flushing Avenue between now- 
trendy DUMBO and Wil- 
liamsburg. 

The chosen developer will 
get the site for less than the 
price of a bottle of soda on the 
condition that he or she builds 
with eco-friendly materials 
and keeps at least of two- 
thirds of the units affordable. 

“This redevelopment will 
help transform the Brig site 
into a real resource for the 
Wallabout community,” said 
Shaun Donovan, commission- 
er of the city Department of 
Housing, Preservation and 
Development. 

Neighbors hope that the 
Brig will become the heart of 
a community rather than the 
black hole it’s been. 

“I remember before they 
put the jail there [in the 
1940s],” said Fort Greene res- 
ident Roy Vanasco. “It was a 
nice quiet neighborhood with 
little wooden houses.” 

The Brig was built at the 
start of World War II and 
served as a prison for delin- 
quent sailors through until 
1966. 

After that, it was a federal 
detention center and a city jail 
for low-risk landlubbing crim- 
inals. It was razed in August, 
2005. —Ariella Cohen

B uck o’ne il is in a special hall of 

Fame. But it’s not the one in Cooperstown. Bom in 
1911 — he’s almost 95 years old — he came to 
Keyspan Park on Tuesday where the Cyclones were set to 
play the Mahoning Valley Scrappers. 

Brooklyn came up with a big win this night — they got 
to meet Buck O’Neil. Oh, and they also won the game, too. 

Let’s begin by discussing what’s going to happen this 
summer at Cooperstown. Seventeen former members, or 
associates, of the Negro Leagues are going to be inducted 
into the National Baseball Hall of Fame. 

All 17 inductees are deceased. 

Buck O’Neil — very deserving, and very much alive 
— will be at Cooperstown for the ceremony, but he won’t 
be inducted. 

“Everyone thought I was a shoe-in,” said O’Neil at 
Keyspan. “But I knew better.” 

O’Neil never made it into the major leagues because of 
baseball’s color barrier, which didn’t fall until Jackie 
Robinson broke in with Brooklyn in 1947. 

Instead, O’Neil remained in the Negro Leagues, where 
he was a star as a player and later as a championship-win- 
ning manager. 

His career in the Negro Leagues began in 1937 as a play- 
er with the Memphis Red Sox, and he played the majority of 
his career with the famous Kansas City Monarchs. 

He won two batting titles, the second in 1946, when he 
hit .353. 

He began as the skipper of the Monarchs in 1948, and 
served as player-manager through 1955. The Monarchs 
teams that he guided won four league titles and two Ne- 
gro League World Series 

During his managerial career, he coached some of the 
first black players in major league baseball, including Ernie 
Banks, Gene Baker, Bob Thurman, and Satchel Paige. 

In 1962, O’Neil finally broke into the major leagues, 
becoming baseball’s first African-American coach when 
he joined the Chicago Cubs. 

As a scout, he signed future superstars such as Banks, 
Lou Brock, and Joe Carter. 

Although O’Neil was with the Kansas City Monarchs 
for most of his career, he didn’t play ball with former 
Monarch Jackie Robinson. Robinson joined the Monarchs 
in 1945 — when O’Neil was in the Navy. 

O’Neil came out of the service and led the league in 
hitting in 1946, but by then, Robinson was already with 
Montreal, the Dodgers’ Triple-A club. 

The next year, Robinson made history. 

Buck O’Neil was asked yesterday if he was ever ap- 
proached to sign a major league contract. 

“I was too old for that,” he said graciously. 

In truth, he was only 35 and had just out-hit everyone 
in his league. He’d be worth millions on the free-agent 
market of today. Back then, baseball was being integrated 
with no deliberate speed. 

As he held court in The Gallery at Keyspan Park on 
Tuesday, O’Neil was stunning to see in person. He’s lean 
and vibrant, and he could pass for 15 or 20 years younger. 

Only 10 days ago, he made two plate appearances in a 
Northern League All-Star game to become the oldest man 
to ever appear in a professional baseball game. It was kind 
of a stunt in which O’Neil was supposed to take walks, 
but in one at-bat, O’Neil actually swung at a pitch. He 
missed. But he was going for a hit. 

O ’N EIL JOKED HIS WAY THROUGH the cere- 
monial first-pitch at Tuesday’s game, too. He 
walked out to the mound. He peered in towards 
Jake Eigsti, the Cyclones player set to take his delivery. 
O’Neil went into a wind-up, and then he put his hand over 
his eyes, miming that he could hardly see the catcher be- 
cause of the distance. 

O’Neil kept winding up, not throwing, and then mov- 
ing closer. 

When O’Neil finally cut short his last wind-up, and in- 
stead of throwing actually walked up to home plate and 
handed the ball to Eigsti, die crowd roared. 

Buck O’Neil conquered Keyspan Park. He danced with 
Pee Wee, the mascot. He flirted with the ladies. He 
charmed the children asking for autographs and pictures. 

Forget getting enough votes for the Hall of Fame — 
based on his charismatic interactions at the ballpark, 
O’Neil could win an election for president. 

O’Neil was asked on Tuesday if he was bitter about not 
being elected to the Baseball Hall of Fame. 

“I don’t know how to be bitter,” he replied. 

O’Neil could still make the Hall if the Veterans Com- 
mittee selects him, but even if that never happens, O’Neil 
is in a special Hall of Fame already. 

He’s a hands-down, no-question unanimous selection 
for the Hall of Fame of Human Beings.

Suspended for steroids 

Pitcher Tim Haines banned from playing until next year

A relief pitcher for the 
Brooklyn Cyclones — 
once one of the team’s 
public faces — has been 
suspended for 50 games 
for steroid use. 

Righty Tim Haines tested 
positive for a banned “per- 
formance enhancing sub- 
stance” — a term used by Ma- 
jor League Baseball to 
describe steroids — according 
to a statement put out by 
MLB. 

A MLB spokesman would 
not say when Haines tested 
positive, what specific steroid 
he tested positive for, or even 
where he was tested — but 
sources said Haines, the pride 
of Mission, Texas, would have 
been tested shortly after join- 
ing the Cyclones on June 16, 


straight from University of 
Texas Pan American and just 
before the June 20 opening 

Neither the Cyclones nor 
the Mets would comment 
about Haines suspension — 
which will keep him out of 
baseball until the first week of 
June, 2007. 

Cyclones players were told 
not to talk to the media about 
their fallen comrade — but 
the team’s manager, George 
Greer, said the ban was insti- 
tuted only “because no one 
knows anything.” 

“We don’t know why this 
happened,” Greer told The 
Brooklyn Papers. “He wasn’t 
the first [to violate MLB’s 
drug policy] and sadly he 
won’t be the last.” 

Haines could not be 
reached for comment, but it’s 
not a stretch to suspect that he 


felt unexpected pressures 
since becoming a pro ball- 
player, which he described as 
his lifelong dream. 

“This is something I’ve 
been preparing for my whole 
life,” he said after signing 
with the Mets in June. “I’ve 
always wanted to make my 
living as a professional ath- 
lete, and now baseball has be- 

Greer said he had no indi- 
cation that Haines was feeling 
excess pressure of finally liv- 
ing his dream. 

“I don’t think it was that,” 
Greer said. “I just think it’s 
like cigarettes. You see people 
smoking them and you think, 
‘I’d like to try that.’ Of course, 
not everyone does, but some 
do.” 

Haines, who was chosen by 
the Mets in the 27th round of 
the amateur draft, set the 


UTPA record for saves (10) 
this season. He also struck out 
52 batters in 35 innings of 
work. Opponents hit just .184 
against him. 

A year earlier for the UTPA 
Broncos, he notched 37 Ks, 
while walking only 15, in just 
over 32 i nnin gs. 

He continued showing 
promise in Brooklyn. In 10 
appearances for the Cyclones, 
he had three saves, a 2-0 
record and a 3.09 ERA. 

He was so popular that the 
Cyclones used him as a mod- 
el, sending out a picture of 
Haines eating Chef One 
dumplings after the team 
inked a deal with the Brook- 
lyn-based won ton maker. 

Haine’s UTPA coach, 
Willie Gawlik, could not be- 
lieve that Haines had tested 
positive for steroids. 

“He was such a hard work- 


er who always did what he 
was supposed to do,” Gawlik 
told The Brooklyn Papers. 
“I’m completely surprised. It 
never even crossed my mind 
that he would do that.” 

Gawlik said his players are 
tested for steroids regularly. 
Therefore, Haines most likely 
had not developed a taste for the 
juice during his college days — 
or he was using something that 
his college didn’t test for. 

Haines becomes the third 
Cyclone to test positive for 
steroids. Last year, pitcher 
Jorge Reyes earned a 50-game 
suspension, and rejoined the 
team this season. Another 
2005 Cyclone, Waner Mateo, 
tested positive in April. 

Mets star third-baseman 
David Wright, the team’s 
players’ union rep, had little 
sympathy for those who think 
they can inject a little strength

into their game. 

“These are grown men,” 
Wright said last week. “If they

first would lose.” 

How right he was. 

The Mets organization has strict 
rules concerning the way pitchers are 
used, and the Cyclones were out of 
available hurlers for the 25th inning. 

“The only two players we could use 
were both outfielders, Elvis Cruz and 
Mark Wright,” said Hector Berrios, the 
Cyclones pitching coach. “Cruz had a 
hand injury, so it was Wright.” 

Wright had not pitched since high 
school, six years ago. 

“Around the 20th inning, I said to 
Scott [Hunter, the pitching coach], I 
can throw an inning if you need me,’ “ 
Wright said. “I was kind of kidding. 
The last time I pitched was when Ger- 
mantown High School won the AAA 
Tennessee State Championship. I was 
the winning pitcher in that game.” 
Cyclone catcher Teddy Dziuba 


couldn’t believe his eyes when the 
outfielder took the mound. 

“My jaw dropped,” Dziuba said. 

Wright had some good stuff, be- 
lieve it or not. He got the first two hit- 
ters to ground out to third and he re- 
tired the third on a fly ball. 

“I was excited,” said Wright. “The 
adrenaline was really flowing.” 

He could’ve gotten his first — and 
probably last — professional win if his 
teammates had completed a mini-two- 
out rally in the bottom of the 25th. 

Dan Cummins and Jonathan 
Sanchez had singled, but Jake Eigsti 
grounded out. 

The wheels came off the Wright 
wagon in the top of the 26th, when he 
walked the first two batters, who were 
promptly bunted over. After a single 
scored both runners, the floodgates 
opened. 

After two more singles, a Tim Gro- 
gan error and another single, the 
Tigers were up 6-1. 

The Cyclones went down 1-2-3 in 
the bottom of the 26th — and the 


longest game in league history was, 
mercifully, over. 

Despite its length, this contest was 
still a Ml seven innings shorter than the 
longest professional baseball game ever 
played — a legendary battle between 
Pawtucket and Rochester that began on 
April 18, 1981, was suspended in the 
wee hours of April 19 and completed 
on June 23. Former Cyclones coaches 
Bobby Ojeda and Roger LaFrancois 
played in that immortal game. 

For the Cyclones on the losing side 
of this contest, the loss was hard to take. 

“It was devastating,” said Schem- 
mel. “We were busting our butts not 

Yet the fans got memories for a 
lifetime. 

“I’ve never seen pitching like that 
— ever,” said Berardelli, referring to 
the 21 innings of scoreless baseball 
thrown by 15 pitchers. 

And Dame said she’s been stopped 
in the neighbhood ever since word 
got out that she saw the entire game. 

“People have been asking me what it 


was like,” she said. ‘T tell them that 
when it was over, it was a letdown. We 
were waiting all game for something 
great to happen and it never did.”

‘ You always have to be ready to take 
the shot of the winning run,” said Gary 
Thomas, who photographed the game 
for The Brooklyn Papers. “Even when 
the Cyclones management handed out 
free sodas in the 22nd inning, I didn’t 
bother to go up and get one because I 
couldn’t risk missing something. 

“Plus, I was too tired to move.”

BAMcinematek pays tribute to the films 


of 6 Bloody Sam 9 Peckinpah

R arely has a film series been more aptly 
named. 

“Raising Hell: Sam Peckinpah” is the 
BAMcinematek’s near-complete retrospec- 
tive of the equally mesmerizing and madden- 
ing movies of the great, but erratic, American 
director, Sam Peckinpah. 

From his very first films in the early ’60s 
to his last gasp at making intensely personal 
pictures in the corporate Hollywood envi- 
ronment of the mid-’80s, Peckinpah was 
much more than merely the filmmaker who 
revitalized the moribund western genre with 
his influential “The Wild Bunch.” 
Peckinpah always insisted that he was 
part Native American — a fact denied by 
surviving family members — which surely 
gave him an undeniably different interpreta- 
tion of the legacy of America’s Old West. 
No one argues that he wasn’t hard-living: 
surely his alcoholism helped lead to his pre- 
mature death at age 59 in 1984, and he was 
often accused of mistreating his colleagues, 
particularly women. (The term “misogy- 
nist” has been stuck to his name for 
decades.) 

But, by returning to the films, a more com- 
plicated case for Peckinpah’s life and career 
can be built. The series opens Aug. 1 with 

“Ride the High Country” (1962), Peckin- 

and Joel McCrea in roles not appreciably dif- 
ferent from the usual larger-than-life lawmen 
they played throughout their careers, “Ride 
the High Country” was the closest Peckin- 
pah ever came to making a standard Holly- 
wood film. But even here, he proved that, 
within the constraints of the Western genre, 
he could create top-notch entertainment. 

Since Peckinpah, by nature, was volatile 
and reckless, it’s only natural that his films 
are filled with such characters. And simply 
because he was an important American direc- 
tor doesn’t mean that all Peckinpah films are 
“events.” Many seriously flawed films make 
up the bulk of his output. “The Getaway” 
(1972), which will be screened on Aug. 7, 
teams then-married superstars Steve Mc- 
Queen and Ah MacGraw for a loud, violent 
and notably pointless exercise in machismo. 
“Junior Bonner” (Aug. 14), Peckinpah and 
McQueen’s second pairing in the same year, 
starred McQueen as a former rodeo star who 


finds he can’t go home again. 

“Bring Me the Head of Alfredo Gar- 
cia” (1974; Aug. 22) at least gave Warren 
Oates a colorful leading role, along with al- 
ways-photogenic Mexican locations. “The 
Killer Elite” (Aug. 21), from 1975, wasted 
James Caan, Robert Duvall and several ex- 
cellent set pieces in a ludicrous film about a 
renegade CIA-like organization. And 1970’s 
“The Ballad of Cable Hogue” (Aug. 8), 
while heralding a new, “gentler” Peckinpah, 
was really only watchable for Jason Ro- 
bards’s droll acting. 

That leaves the handful of films that un- 
derscored Peckinpah’s reputation as a 
tough, no-nonsense director who treated his 
audiences like mature adults. (His debut, 
1961 ’s “The Deadly Companions”; 1965’s 
“Major Dundee”; and 1978’s “Convoy” are 
not included in the BAM series.) 

In reverse chronological order: the mas- 
ter’s final film, 1983’s “The Osterman 
Weekend” (Aug. 28), was based on a typi- 


cally convoluted Robert Ludlum novel; its 
story of secret surveillance — abetted by 
some superbly choreographed action se- 
quences — ensures its continued timeliness. 

Peckinpah’s shocking dramatization of 
World War II, 1977’s “Cross of Iron” (Aug. 
16), remains one of his most unforgettable 
films, shot through with the director’s unique 
ability to orchestrate 
violence as a visually 
beautiful — but 
morally queasy — 
ballet. 

After it was re- 
edited by other 
hands, 1973’s “Pat 
Garrett and Billy 

the Kid” (Aug. 29) 

— starring James 
Cobum, Kris Kristofferson and Bob Dylan 

— was considered a disaster. But a recent 
re-edit following Peckinpah’s supposed 
specifications has resurrected it as an ele- 
gant elegy for an Old West irretrievably lost 
and forgotten. 

That leaves Peckinpah’s two greatest 
films. “Straw Dogs" had the misfortune of 
being released the same year as “A Clock- 
work Orange” — 1971 — and many critics 
who raved about Kubrick’s ultra-violent 


film didn’t give Peckinpah the same cour- 
tesy. But this unremittingly bleak drama 
about a mild-mannered professor whose 
basest impulses are triggered by the rape of 
his wife and the threats to his own manhood 
is as revelatory as “Clockwork,” with an 
added bonus: the top-notch performances 
by Dustin Hoffman, Susan George and 
David Hemmings as 
husband, wife and 
thug, respectively. 

No survey of the 
greatest westerns is 
complete without 
The Wild Bunch 
(Aug. 2). But this 
seminal 1969 film 
about a band of out- 
laws whose badge of 
honor is also their ticket to the grave is far 
more than a mere genre picture; it is also a 
genuine lament for the shoot-’em-up mental- 
ity that has plagued this country for centuries. 
Pauline Kael summarized its impact in her 
review: “Pouring new wine into the bottle of 
the Western, Peckinpah explodes the bottle.” 
Contrary to popular wisdom, Peckinpah 
never exploited violence in his films. Al- 
though he certainly raised hell, he often did 
it far more subtly than he’s given credit for.

“The Leading Men of French Cinema” — the 
BAMcinematek’s survey of some of the greatest 
leading men and character actors in French film his- 
tory — could easily go on a lot longer than the mere 
three-and-a-half weeks in August allotted to it, but 
we’ll have to make do with what we get. 

Included are the usual suspects: Jean Gabin in Jean 
Renoir’s anti-war masterpiece, 1937’s “Grand Illu- 
sion” (Aug. 5); Michel Simon as a tramp nudging his 
way into a bourgeois couple’s veiy lifestyle in Renoir’s 
1932 “Boudu Saved from Drowning” (Aug. 6); and 
Yves Montand and Charles Vanel portraying the most 
memorable anti-heroes ever seen on the big screen in 
Henri-Georges Clouzot’s 
epic thriller, 1953’s “The 
Wages of Fear.” Alain 
Delon, whose 1960 film 
“Purple Noon” will be 
screened Aug. 13, is 
pictured. 

But it’s those expert 
actors in underrated films 
that are the real raison 
d’etre for this series.

Chardonnay, California Style

I wonder how many of you were shocked last 
week to read that many of those oaky tasting 
Chardonnays from California never see the 
inside of a barrel but get their flavor from oak 
chips, tossed into the wine like a teabag into 
hot water, "Well talk more about California 
Chardonnay today, and maybe we’ll uncover a few 
more little secrets and clarify a few more miscon- 

Since alcohol is produced through fermenta- 
tion, when yeast converts sugars into alcohol, 
grapes with a high level of sugar can, potentially, 
make wine with a high amount of alcohol. Most of 
the Chardonnay vineyards in California are con- 
siderably hotter than Chardonnays European 
home turf of Champagne and Burgundy. If you 
look at a map of the world, you’ll see that the vine- 
yards of Monterey lie on almost the same latitude 
as Casablanca, Morocco, much closer to the 
Equator than either Beaune or Rheims. The 
grapes grown here will be higher in sugar and, 
when fermented “dry”, can often have alcohol lev- 
els of 14.5 to 15.5 percent. Many people will argue 
that Chardonnay, originally a cool climate grape, 
simply does not have the structure to carry all of 
that alcohol. It’s like trying to haul furniture with 
a sports car. Randall Graham of Bonny Doon 
Winery looked at the overall conditions of 
Monterey, Sonoma and Napa and came to the 
conclusion that Chardonnay just shouldn’t taste 
the way it does when it’s grown there, and he 
uprooted every one of his Chardonnay vines years 
ago, replacing them with Rhone varietals such as 
Marsanne, Rousanne and Viognier. Championing 
these grapes has earned him the nickname “the 
Rhone Ranger”. 

Some wine makers try to compensate for the 
high amount of sugar present at harvest by having 
their grapes picked before they fully ripen, when 
the sugar levds are lower. This is foolish. Does any 
fruit taste good before it is ripe? Peaches, straw- 
berries, bananas... and grapes... don’t taste nearly as 
good before they ripen. These winemakers are 
often among those who mask the taste of their 
wines by putting the wine through Malolactic fer- 
mentation and then adding oak chips. Does good 

My good friend Clark Smith has created a Napa 

the high alcohol problem and results in a delicious, 
very well balanced wine. Clark insists on fully 
ripened grapes and ferments out almost every bit 
of the natural sugars in the grapes, resulting in a 
very dry wine, but too high alcohol. Using reverse 
osmosis, he filters out some of the alcohol, until he 
hits what he calls the wines “sweet spot” where the 
amounts of fruit, acidity and alcohol are in bal- 
ance. I find it ironic that a columnist in the Wine 
Spectator labeled (libeled?) Clark “the Antichrist of 
Wine” for this practice, yet has written extensively 
on Burgundy, praising wines that were made 


through Chaptalization: adding sugar to the unfer- 
mented grape juice in order to make more alcohol! 

The process of adding sugar to unfermented 
“must” is forbidden by law in California and, in 
truth, it really isn’t needed. Rumors still spread 
about some wineries adding sugar, but the expla- 
nation for the sweet tasting Chardonnays that 
make up much of the mass market for this varietal 
can be attributed to specific strains of yeast used in 

Different yeasts react differently during fermen- 
tation. Some will die off once the alcohol level 
reaches a low level, leaving behind more residual 
sugar than others. Some yeasts add more flavors 
than others, and wine makers can take advantage 
of this by aging the wine for a time on these dead 
yeast “lees”, resulting in toasty aromas, separate 
from the toasted vanilla notes that come from 
charred oak. Most of the wine makers in 
California buy their yeasts, and many of the open- 
ly brag about where they originate from, while 
many of the finest wines made throughout the 
world use only wild yeasts native to the vineyard 
where the grapes are grown. This is one of the 
cornerstone practices of Biodynamics, and wine 
makers who insist on native yeasts will tell you that 
it is crucial if you want to make a wine that 
expresses the terroir of the vineyard. When I began 
to learn to taste wine critically, we often tasted 
wines “blind”, without knowing anything about 
them, having only the wine to speak for itself. We 
would first try to determine if the wine was from 
the old world or the new. Old world (Eurpoean) 
wines almost always had the emphasis on terroir, 
while new world wines (North & South America, 
Australia and New Zealand) normally were fruit- 
forward, exhibiting little, if any, sense of terroir. 

This lack of terroir has long been one of the 
flaws that critics of California Chardonnay have 
long pointed an accusing finger at. “Fruit Bombs” 
is die usual derisive name for these wines, and 
many of them do go way over the top, smelling 
more like a fruit salad than a glass of wine. Over 
the past twenty years, I have witnessed the good 
news that more and more California wines are 
being driven by terroir and are getting their fruit 

Thirty years ago this past May, in 1976, the 
wine merchant Steven Spurrier held a famous tast- 
ing in Paris that pit some of the finest wines from 
France and California against one another. The 
nine judges, all food and wine professionals, tasted 
the wines blind and rated them. The world of 
wine was rocked to its foundations when the white 
wine that scored the highest was Chateau 
Montelena Chardonnay from California. Every 
one of the judges gave his highest score to a 
California Chardonnay: either Montelena or 
Chalone, California Chardonnay took three of 
the top five places and has never had to apologize 
for itself since then.

Dancers join with musicians and filmmaker 
for multimedia 4 Sundown 9 on the Gowanus

J apanese choreographer 
Yoshiko Chuma is jet- 
lagged after returning 
from Macedonia to her home 
in Manhattan. It’s one of the 
hottest days in July, and she is 
taking the opportunity to get 
some necessary rest before re- 
suming rehearsals for her lat- 
est project: a marathon seven- 
hour-long, site-specific work 
at the Gowanus Canal called 
“Sundown.” 

Chuma and her troupe, The 
School of Hard Knocks, will 
perform “Sundown” at the Is- 
sue Project Room and along 
the banks of the canal on July 
28 and 29. 

“I don’t really think of it as 
a big concept or idea,” said 
Chuma. “I just wanted to do 
a seven-hour piece that 
would pass before and after 
the sun is going down.” 

She conceived “Sundown” 
as a piece for seven dancers, 
seven musicians and four 
seven-foot cubes. 

Brooklyn dancers Ursula 
Eagly, Steven Recker, Saori Tsukuda, 
Christopher Williams, Ryuji Yam- 
aguchi and guest artist Jean Butler 
will join forces with costume designer 
Gabriel Berry, lighting designer Pat 
Dignan, producer Bonnie Sue Stein 
and other key collaborators to bring 
the piece to life. 

Chuma invited several artists from 
other artistic disciplines to work with 
her dance company on “Sundown.” 
She enlisted her longtime collabora- 
tor, Ralph Lee, to design the four 
cubes to serve as frames for the 
metaphorical canvas in which she is 
painting the choreography for “Sun- 
down.” 

She met Lee in the mid-1990s and 
she has collaborated with him on ear- 
lier projects (“7x7x7x7x7” at City 
Center and “Inside/Out” at PS 122). 
In “Sundown,” she will use the cubes

to frame spaces familiar to her audi- 
ence, so that they can see the space 
from a new point of view. 

“The cubes will move, they will 
stay in place, then they will frame the 
landscape,” said Chuma. “It’s a com- 
bination based on science.” 

Perspectives will change as the 
cubes and dancers move and remain 


stationary during various stages of the 
performance. 

“The cubes are moving and the fig- 
ures are moving, and they are both ro- 
tating,” said Chuma. “It’s all a combi- 
nation of the cubes moving. One cube 
will move, then two or three and then 
all four will move in a type of [chore- 
ography] connected with science. It’s 
almost like a camera eye. It’s a really 
fun process to discover what is mov- 
ing and what is not moving.” 

A year ago, Chuma met young 
trombonist Christopher McIntyre, 
who has composed the music to be 
performed live by his seven-piece 
trombone ensemble. 

“I had never worked with a trom- 
bone player before,” said Chuma. “I 
just thought it would be interesting.” 
She first worked with seven dancers 
and McIntyre’s ensemble in last 
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Marathon performance: The 

School of Hard Knocks dance 
troupe (left), under the direction of 
choreographer Yoshiko Chuma 
(above), will perform "Sundown" 
for 14 hours this weekend. 


year’s 50-minute performance of an- 
other work as part of “Art on the 
Beach Revisited” on the Hudson Riv- 
er Esplanade. 

“They are different pieces,” she 
said, “but they both use cubes.” 

McIntyre’s 7x7 Trombone Band also 
includes Joe Fiedler, Jacob Garchik, 
Curtis Hasselbring, Richard Marriott, 
Steve Swell and Peter Zummo. 

Filmmaker and sound designer Ja- 
cob Burckhardt created film footage 
to be projected onto the cubes’ 
screens, and he culled music from his 
library to play through a 16-channel, 
multi-speaker system by sound instal- 
lation designer Stephan Moore. 

“All these relationships with the 
other artists help make the perform- 
ance,” said Chuma. “It’s an inspira- 
tion and communication.” 

Chuma first visited the Brooklyn 
site a year ago and became fascinated 
with the music presented at the small 
Issue Project Room and with the chal- 
lenges that its limited space and the 
Gowanus Canal’s terrain pose to 
dancers. 

“I didn’t want to perform in a tradi- 
tional theater space,” said Chuma. “Is- 
sue Project has been very active in 
working with musicians. I wanted to 
introduce Issue Project to audiences 
who might know dance in New York.”

Nurturing the child in us all

F rom the moment she appears on the tv screen, children can 
tell that Carol Nelson genuinely cares about them. Since 
2001, Nelson has been the brainchild of Access Kids Power, one 
of the shows that make up the Saturday morning childrens 
programming block on Brooklyn Community Access 
Television. Nelson created, writes, shoots, produces and hosts 
the show, which airs at 1 1 am on Time Warner Cable channel 
34, Cablevision channel 67. 




A latch-key child of a single mother, 
Nelson hungered for validation as a 
child growing up in New York City 
public housing. “This show is about 
inspiring every child to take the hand 
they have been dealt and going on from 
there. They have no limits. If 


the show they’ll feel differently,” said 
Nelson. “If they never hear it from any- 
one else, they will hear from me and 
the works that come through me: they 
are wonderful and worthy of love, joy 
and success, everyday of their lives.” 

By day, Nelson is a New York State- 
licensed speech and language patholo- 
gist with Amerikids, visiting nearly 
thirty households a week to evaluate 
ivide speech and language ther- 
children with autism or learn- 
disabilities. She holds a Bachelor 
of Science degree from Syracuse 
University and a Master of Science 
from Teachers College at Columbia 
University. The inspiration to create 
Access Kids Power came from spending 
18 years in the field. 

"The idea for the show came out of 
working with children for so many 
years. A lot of the children receiving 
therapy have so many gaps in their 
development, in socialization and self 
m; I couldn’t just go in there and 
teaching. If they are coming in 


needing someone to help them feel 
good about themselves you have to deal 
with them or you won’t get what you 
want. You have to deal with the whole 
person.” 

The author of the book Red And Red, 
a preschool language and learning pro- 
gram used in New York City schools, to 
date she has also penned over 200 
songs, manuscripts, skits and poems. 
Throughout the years, she has catego- 
rized (and copyrighted) original mate- 
rials she created that she felt clicked 
with kids. “I use entertainment to help 
children learn. We sing, dance, draw - 
it’s a multi-sensory experience,” Nelson 

Access Kids Power is one of those rare 
children’s programs that appeals to 
both children and their parents: it 
offers children the chance to learn, be 
entertained and build self-esteem and 
confidence and encourages adults to 
reconnect with the child in themselves. 

Nelson, a former child actor, uses 
various means to engage her young 
audience. The half-hour show consists 
of several segments including "Let’s 
Dance," "I Know What I’m Doing," 
"Kids R Books Too!," "Be Free," 
"Power Poem," "How Does Joy Come 
Through U?," and "The Challenge." 
She tapes the show from various loca- 
tions - Prospect Park to children’s par-

In 2002, Access Kids Power was the 
first public access show to win the 
National Hometown Video Festival for 
Children’s Programming from the 
Alliance for Community Media and 
has been recommended by the New 
York Daily News as "a notable commu- 
nity access television show." 

At the encouragement of the late 
Councilman James Davis, Nelson 
formed a non-profit organization that 
will allow her to raise the funds to 
continue producing the show.

Owens denounces, 
and Yassky defends, 
Israel over Lebanon

Candidates for 
congressional sea 
tral Brooklyn had to go all 
the way to Israel and Le- 
banon to find something to 
disagree on last week. 

At a candidates’ forum on 
July 20 at Duryea Presby- 
terian Church in Prospect 
Heights, three of the four 
Democrats hoping to re- 
place retiring Rep. Major 
Owens (D-Crown Heights) 
offered similar positions o 
many local issues — but bat- 
tled over the current Mideast 
conflict. 

Chris Owens, son of the 
current congressman, was the 
first to respond to the audi- 
ence member’s question about 
Israel and Lebanon, arguing 
that the killing of “more than 
300 people” in Lebanon was 
not excusable “just because 
some people got kidnapped.” 

Owens did add that Hez- 
bollah’s kidnap- 
ping of two 
Israeli sold- 
iers on July 
12 was some- 
thing that 
needed “to 
be address- 
ed” by Israel.

set himself up as the most-left- 
leaning of the pack, accepting 
the backing of the 
Green Party,

In his answer. City Coun- 
cilman David Yassky (D-

But whether he could get the city’s top job — 
which will attract a field that could include Rep.

Adams told The 
Brooklyn Papers that he’ll run in the special 
election to fill City Councilman David Yassky’s 
seat if Yassky is elected to Congress in Novem- 
ber.

And sadness. 

Teen Spirit at 15 is well at- 
tuned to some of the harsh re- 
alities of the world. An avid 
listener to NPR, he has a fair- 
ly broad sense of what goes 
on beyond the confines of his 
rather idyllic urban existence. 

But at 9, OSFO’s under- 
standing of the geo-political 
world is still quite vague. Ge- 
ography is an abstract con- 
cept, despite the more than 
100 globes Smartmom and 
Hepcat, collectors of vintage 
globes, have in the apartment. 
“Far away” is Queens or New 
Jersey where school friends 
have relocated. Even farther is 
California, where her grand- 
mother lives on a farm. 

OSFO was only 4 on Sep- 
tember 11. She barely under- 
stood what was going on. Ear- 
ly that morning as news of the 
attacks came across the radio, 
OSFO was playing in the 
kitchen. Smartmom tried to 
quell her own anxiety, her sink- 
ing sense that the world was 
coming undone by polishing 
OSFO’s toenails pink while lis- 
tening to the radio; an effort to 
make things feel normal on 
that most un-normal of days. 

Later on, OSFO watched the 
attacks over and over on the tel- 
evision in Mrs. Kravitz’s apart- 
ment where everyone was gath- 
ering. The grown-ups were too 
distraught to even notice that 
the children were watching it

■Hg city of towers.” That’s what Empire State Develop- 
W W ment Corporation Chairman Charles Gargano said 
last week, casting Brooklyn as the new Manhattan — a vision for 
the borough that many longtime residents and the newer Manhat- 
tan exiles simply do 

Gargano was talk- 
ing specifically about 
Bruce Ratner’s pro- 
posed Atlantic Yards 
mega-developement 
— which would not be finished until 2016 at the earliest — but 
his dream of a skyscraper-filled Brooklyn is becoming a reality 
even before Ratner puts a spade in the ground. 

The Downtown Brooklyn Plan — an upzoning and condem- 
nation law passed two years ago — is finally bearing young with 
at least eight buildings on the drawing board for just a short 
stretch of Flatbush Avenue Extension from the Manhattan Bridge 
to Willoughby Street. 

Here are some details: 


ANGLE mmm 


• In April, developers Ron Hershco and Dean Palin broke ground 
at 303 Gold St. for a residential and retail tower — the first building 
within the Downtown plan. 

This fall, construction will begin on the 40-story building’s 35- 
story twin at 313 Gold St. (both are pictured near right). 

Taken together, the buildings represent a $400-million invest- 
ment that will add 517 luxury condos to attract more Gaphattan- 
ites to Brooklyn. 

• Thor Equities — the company that gave us plans for a Coney 
Island Xanadu — is in the preliminary phases of a 60-story tow- 
er called Albee Square West, which would rise near the Fulton 
Mall just west of Flatbush Avenue Extension (far right, top). 

A spokesman for the developer said only that the building 
would contain 1.4 million square feet of offices, residential units 
and retail. 

• Back on the east side of Flatbush, on Myrtle Avenue, Gristedes 
supermarket king John Catsimatidis is getting ready to break 
ground on his 400-foot tower, a building that would look quite at 
home on the new Upper West Side — which used to feel a lot like 
low-rise Brooklyn until developers went crazy (far right, bottom). 

Catsimatidis told The Brooklyn Papers that his building will be 
“combination residential, including some low-income units and 
dorm space for Long Island University, plus essential services.” 

‘T ve been a New Yorker all my life,” he said. “I want to make 
sure we have locksmiths and hardware stores and supermarkets 
and a place like Woolworth’s. Where have they all gone?” 

He called his million-square-foot building a “perfect place for 
the middle-class — just five minutes from Manhattan.” 

• Across the street, a company called BFC Development says 
it will build a 40-story, $200-million residential tower designed 
by the famous architectural firm, Skidmore Owings and Merrill. 

The company did not return calls from The Brooklyn Papers. 

• And just this week, a rendering of a new high-rise (inset) 
popped into our in baskets: Muss Development’s 32-story “One 
Brooklyn Plaza” tower at the intersection of Boerum Place, Ful- 
ton Street and Livingston Street (so long, Red Hook Lane, we 
hardly knew ye). 

The building would be entirely filled with offices — no resi- 
dential — with retail on the ground floor. 

Taken together, the corridor from the Manhattan Bridge to Ful- 
ton Street is really going to make people look up. 

“When we leave Brooklyn, we say, ‘Oy vey,”’ Borough Presi- 
dent Markowitz said at the 303 Gold St. groundbreaking. “But 
now, when we enter Brooklyn from the Manhattan Bridge, we 
will say ‘Oh wow!”’ 

If you like skyscrapers, that is. 





HOTELS IN B'KLYN ... 


did not return several calls from The Papers. 

The Hobday Inn Express on Union Street be- 
tween Third and Fourth avenues, and the Comfort 
Inn on Baltic Street, near the Gowanus Houses, are 
part of a Brooklyn hotel boom. 

In addition to the recently opened Atlantic Mo- 
tor Inn on Atlantic Avenue in Crown Heights 
that’s being promoted as a venue for visitors to 
Brownsone Brooklyn, the always-packed Brook- 
lyn Marriott will soon open a 282-room exten- 
sion, bringing its total number of rooms to more 
than 600. 

Plus, there are hotels slated for the Brooklyn 
Bridge Park waterfront development and at Bmce 
Ratner’s Atlantic Yards. 

Unlike the Marriott, which attracts business trav- 
elers whose companies can cover the $300-a-night 
rooms, the Hobday Inn Express expects to do most 
of its business on weekends. 

“People have been coming in, saying, ‘Finally! 
A hotel!’ ” said Cathy Pascale, director of sales for 
the hotel whose “express” name does not refer to 
hourly rates, but to limited services for guests. 
“We’re already booked for most weekends with 
wedding groups. I wib have to do a tittle more 
work to book corporate travelers during the week.” 

Pascale said rooms would go for $129-$169, ex- 
cept from April to June and 
September to December, when 
rooms will cost $ 1 79-$2 1 9. 

All come with free breakfast, 
free HBO, free WiFi and a 
commanding view of several 
auto-body shops and an aban- 
doned building on Union Street. 

Pascale touted the buffet 
breakfast: “If s a tittle more up- 
scale than you usually find. We 
have yogurt, fruit, hard-boiled 
eggs. You get a tittle more pro- 
tein than the usual carbohy- 

Eric Richmond, who runs the 
Brooklyn Lyceum, a perform- 
ance space and cafe around the 
comer from the Holiday Inn, 
wasn’t interested in the food, 
but said he couldn’t wait until 
the place opened. 

“Are you kidding? They 
could build 10 hotels and not 
fill all the demand,” he said.

NYM's treatment for diabetic retinopathy 


NY Methodist Hospital 

According to the American Dia- 
betes Association, each year between 
12,000 and 24,000 people lose their 
sight due to complications from 
diabetes. 

The most common eye problem as a 
result of diabetes is diabetic retinopathy, a 
disease that occurs when a person’s blood 
sugar or blood pressure level affects the 
blood vessels that nourish the retina. Dia- 
betic retinopathy, if undiagnosed, can re- 
sult in partial or total blindness. 

At New York Methodist Hospital, oph- 
thalmologists work closely with endocri- 
nologists to provide education and treat- 


ment options for patients suffering from di- 
abetic retinopathy. Within the Hospital’s 
Diabetes and Education Resource Center, 
patients are told how to best control their 
blood sugar and blood pressure levels. 
“Poorly controlled diabetes increases the 
incidence of eye problems and the possibil- 
ity of blindness,” said Farida Khan, MD, 
vice chairman of medicine and chief of en- 
docrinology at NYM. 

In the most common form of diabetic 
retinopathy, known as nonproliferative 
retinopathy, uncontrolled blood sugar and 
pressure levels may cause blood vessels in 
the eye to swell and become blocked, caus- 
ing fluid to leak into the eye. In the more 
severe cases, called proliferative retinopa- 
thy, the damaged blood vessels may close 


off resulting in a lack of blood to the retina. 
To replenish itself, the body may grow new, 
leaky, abnormal blood vessels on the sur- 
face of the retina causing bleeding. If un- 
treated, the leaked blood can blur vision or 
cause retinal detachments, resulting in par- 
tial or complete vision loss. 

Studies show that 40 to 45 percent of 
Americans diagnosed with diabetes have 
some stage of diabetic retinopathy. 

“The disease can affect people of all 
ages depending on how long a person has 
been diabetic (often five years or more) 
and how well they control their blood 
sugar and blood pressure levels,” said 
Sam Unterricht, MD, chief of retina and 
neuro-ophthalmology at New York 
Methodist Hospital. “Diabetic retinopa- 


thy is the single most common eye con- 
dition I see at the Hospital,” he said. 

With early detection and treatment, the 
risk of severe vision loss from diabetic 
retinopathy is significantly reduced. 

“We tell all of our patients with dia- 
betes to have yearly eye examinations 
with an ophthalmologist,” said Khan. Be- 
cause diabetic retinopathy may not al- 
ways be accompanied by noticeable 
symptoms, yearly eye examinations are 
important to diagnose the problem before 
it worsens. 

“When symptoms do exist, patients 
are usually at a more serious stage of the 
disease,” said Unterricht. “These patients 
may experience blurring, spots, lines, 
webs or flashing fights,” he said.
